out any advantage in wing foree. The
differance in sailing ability in favor of
the valture is easily accounted for on
the score of uatural bodily lightnoss;

equal wing force and greatly nnequal
bodily weight, the heavier will have
to work the harder in Hying,  Siill,
nndor the most favorable co-ording-
tion of weight and wing power 1o n
bird, the problem of flight 18 far from
solution.

The wing
museles are strong, but not warvel
ously strong: about equal to those of
a strong man's thamb,  Well, n very
strong man can lift his own weight
with his two thumbs; whereforo it
should be eany enough forn gooss to
lift twenly pounds with tho samo
muscnlar power. Hers, Lowever,
ocomes in tha the immense counter-
leverage of the bird's long wings as o
tronblesome element of our onleula-
tion. Let o strong man take in his
band a van, the fall size of a valture's
wing, and attempt to sweep it awiftly
throngh the air; the realization of
what the Dbird overcomes with such
apparent enss nod with such marvelons
grace will immediately arrive. It may
be spid that in any event the valture
has bat to sastain the weight of its
ownn body; bot remember that this
must be with ontstretobed wings.
Were the wiugs mere thumbs and the
extreme leverage ouly three or four
inches, all would be well: but the air-
presiure on the entire wing in at laat
biorae by the museles where they paas
the wing-joint, next to the body, an(
the strain is kept up for many hoors
withoul o moment’s rest. The strong-
est man's arms could not bear it for
two hours, as experiment wonld sasily
disolose,

The flight problem, thersfore, sug-
gests n desper eximination into bird-
anstomy thun has yot been made, The
whole pliysiologioal structure must be
vestudied with a view to recounting for
the immense nervous resonrops of the
wvian physiqae., Long continued
munculer exertion usos up nervons
foree, with a corresponding cxhaus-
tion of hearb-power, long-power and
will-spower. Are birds not subject to
the laws of physioal waste and recup-
eration?
